En particular las leyes de 
México establecen que los mexica- 
nos tienen el derecho y la obligación 
de entrar al país como mexicanos y 
comprobar a la autoridad migratoria 
la nacionalidad, con documentación 
de viaje mexicanos como: el Pasa- 
porte y/o la Matrícula Consular. 

Se recomienda que los menores 
nacidos en Estados Unidos, hijos 
de padres mexicanos, obtengan los 
documentos de viaje mexicanos 
con el fin de agilizar la entrada a 
México, además de obtener los be- 
neficios del Programa Paisano y evi- 
tar el trámite migratorio de entrada 
y salida que realizan los extranjeros 
con la Forma Migratoria de Turista 
(FMT) y el pago del Derecho de No 
Inmigrante (DNI) por doscientos 
diez pesos por persona.

¿Qué mercancías puedo lle- 
var a México sin pagar impues- 
tos? 

Primero debemos mencionar 
que la Aduana de México es la 
autoridad encargada de vigilar 
las mercancías y transportes que 
entran y salen del país. Además es 
quien le puede orientar respecto 
a sus derechos y obligaciones por 
la importación de mercancías a 
México.

autorizados por México. También 
están prohibidas las armas de fuego, 
llantas y ropa, usadas y drogas, así 
como flora y fauna sin los permisos 
correspondientes.
